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MUNICIPAL WHEELS 

How the Affairs of the City are 
Run at City Hall 

The Charity Department has Delicate 
and Pathetic Duties to Perform 


The care of the poor and needy 1* | 
one of the important duties of a mu- 
nicipality, a duty enjoined by civiliza- 
tion as well as Christian religion. 

It is not so large in its scope in n 
residential city like Newton, u« in 
manufacturing places and yet the cost 
to Newton taxpayers is nearly $1£,000 
a year. 

The Charity department In Newton 
is in charge of an Overseer of the 
Poor, appointed by the mayor, and 
confirmed by the aldermen to hold of- 
fice during good behaviour, like most 
of our administrative officials. This 
single headed method of administer- 
ing the poor department was L rough t 
about in 1905, and is a vast improve- 
ment over the former system o! ward 
overseers with a secretary and almon- 
er. The new plan concentrates re- 
sponsibility, prevents imposition and 
saves expense. 

The overseer, is assisted in the of- 
fice, by one clerk, and at the “City 
Home’’ as the almshouse is now called 
by a warden and a matron. 

The public statutes require the 
overseer to relieve the immediate ne- 
cessities of all applicants for aid. This 
has evolved the custom that personal 
application must be made, the state 
ment of a third party not being suffi- 
cient evidence of need, as the granting 
of such relief, pauperizes the recipient. 

In the granting of this relief, which 
usually takes the form of orders, on 
nearby tradesmen for fuel and food, 
the overseer exercises his judgment 
as to the worthiness of the applicant 
and the amount of aid required. Rents 
are not paid by the department under 
any circumstances. 

Settlement 

After relief has been granted it is 
the duty of the overseer to obtain the 
history of the applicant, in order to 
determine the legal settlement and 
by whom the expenses shall be paid. 
This history covers the name, age, 
birthplace, condition, children, if any, 
the places and length of residence in 
each, and parents' name and resi- 
dence. A legal settlement may be ob- 
tained iu several ways, the more im- 
poctant being as follows: 

A male, 21 years of age, by five years 
residence in one place, during which 
taxes have beeu paid for 2 years; an 
adult woman, by 5 years residence in 
any place — married women follow 
husband’s settlement if any, otherwise 
their own; legitimate children follow- 
father's settlement, if any, if not, they 
follow their mother’3 settlement, it 
any. — illegitimate children follow 
mother’s settlement at time of birth, 
if any;— and any person enlisted or 
assigned as part of the military quota 
of any city or town during the civil 
war. 

From the history given by the appli- 
cant, and which has to be verified by 
consultation of directories, tax col- 
lectors books, and records of births, 
marriages and deaths, the overseer de- 
termines the settlement and if In 
another city or town in the state, he 
must notify within »hree months of 
the time relief was granted. Such 
city or town is then allowed 30 days 
in which to deny the settlement and 
which if allowed to elapse, fixes the 
responsibility upoti such city or town. 
If denied, it then becomes the over- 
seer’s duty to prove the settlement | 
and appeal to the courts If necessary. 
This latter course is seldom taken 
now-a-days, as the formation of the 
Mass. Relief Officers’ Association in 
1887 with its monthly meetings has 
created such an acquaintanceship be- 
tween the overseers that the differ- 
ences are usually settled in a friendly 
manner. 

The expense of paupers not charge- 
able to any city or town in the Com- 
mon wealth is borne by the state, which 
allows but 24 hours for notice of aid 
granted to such cases. 

On receipt of claim of settlement, 
from another city or town, It is the 
duty of the overseer to verify the 
claim by a research of the records 
heretofore mentioned. If the claim 
is valid, the city or town is then di- 
rected as to the amount of aid to h* 
rendered in the future or Is notified 
that this city '-refuses to aid outside 
of i he almshouse.'' Tills latter action 
If rarely taken, however, as It is usu- 
ally cheaper to grant occasional tem- 
porary aid than to beur the entire ex- 
panse of maintenance at the alms- 
home. This is also true of cases with- 
in the limits of Newton, as the expen- 
diture of »n,07fi.09 for support of poor 
out of almshouse in 1907 will prove. 

The state’s system of charities is 
very minute, and on receipt of claim, 
the case ia Immediately investigated 
by one of its visitors and the city not- 
ified of its determination of what 


amount of aid shall be granted or 
whether the applicant is to be re- 
moved to the State almshouse, Tewks- 
bury. Neglected and destitute chil- 
dren are also cared for by the state. 

The expense of pauper aid can be 
recovered through the courts from 
any person In the line of consanguini- 
ty. that is, from a father for a son, or 
from a son for a father. The stigma 
of pauperism can also be removed if 
the city or state is reimbursed within 
5 years from the date of aid. 

The city also renders the last ser- 
vice to the dead by burying paupers 
and unknown persons in the city lot 
at the Newton cemetery. This also 
entails upon the overseer the duty of 
finding a possible settlement and the 
sending of bills. 

The "City Home" 

The city now possesses a city home 
erected during Mayor Wilson’s admin- 
istration. on Winchester street, New- 
ton Highlands, which compares favor- 
I ably with any other wooden almshouse 
in the state. 

It has accommodations for 20 males 
and 20 females and makes a complete 
and comfortable home for all unfortu- 
nates settled In Newton, who are un- 
able to support themselves outside. 
The building is lighted by electricity, 
and has a laundry machine, and hos- 
pital wards. There are 23 inmates at 
present, costing about $2.98 per week 
per capita. 

The property comprises about 25 
acres of land upon which vegetables 
and a little fruit are raised. 

In this connection, too much praise 
cannot be given the warden and ma- 
tron, Mr. and Mrs. W. A. Goodman. 
Their care of the unfortunates in their 
charge is not a perfunctory duty, but 
is performed with a warm regard for 
their comfort and a sincere desire to 
make their duty as pleasant as possi- 
ble. 

Hospital 

No person, except in emergency 
cases, chargeable to the city can be 
admitted to the Newton Hospital ex- 
cept on certificate of the city physi- 
cian. 

This officer, who is a vital part of 
the department, saves the city many 
dollars in the course of the year in his 
work among the sick por. 


Up to 1904 the expense of the in- 
sane in the various stale institutions 
was paid by the city in a similar man- 
ner as it pays other cities and towns 
for aid rendered persons, settled in 
their city. At that time the entire 
control of the insane was assumed by 
the state. Our appropriation for in- 
sane averaged $9000 a year prior to 
this . change, while our share of the 
state tax for cost of insane thi9 year 
is above $30,000. An interesting story 
can be written on this subject. 


The department’s headquarters at 
City Hail are full of interesting rec- 
ords and books. Over 5000 indexed 
histories, Boston directories since 18-10 
and the entire edition of Newton di- 
rectories, cover the walls. The rec- 
ords and histories of course are strict- 
ly private, and many an interesting 
story mighf he written from these 
short and simple annals of the poor. 

The department is seriously uncom- 
moded In its transaction of business 
by the very small office room assigned 
to it in the basement floor. The little 
room is crowded with the two desks 
and chairs of the ovei-Beer and Ills as 
sltant, and there are but three chairs 
for visitors or applicants for aid, and 
absolutely no privacy, any person 
waiting for an audience, cannot help 
overhearing the story of those In ad- 
vance. 

While constant efforts are made by 
the department to place the persons 
who apply for aid, upon n self sup- 
porting basis, there ure nlways chron- 
ic cases of pauperism, which are a 
dead weight upon the strongest ef- 
forts. , ti 

In some cases, three generations of 
one family were inmates of the alms- 
house, and it is evident that heredity 
plays some part in the life dramas of 
fhese people. 

The agent visits all paupers at least 
3 times a year and also acts as the 
Probation Visitor to paig^.-d prison 
era, for the Stale Buurd of Charities. 

in conclusion I cun personally testi- 
fy to the good work being done by tills 
very necessary department of the el*y, 
and desire to call attention to one or 
two Important facts. In the first place 
the department U not limited by the 
municipal appropriation and all ex- 
penses incurred by the overseer in his 
statutory duties must be paid by the 
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There is no substitute for sunshine 
Or for virgin lmril wheat Hour 
Or pure milk

NEW QUARTERS 

Congressman Weeks’ Firm 
Occupies New Building 
Of its Own 


On Thursday, August 6th, the twen- 
tieth anniversary of the founding of

date the firm occupied Its new building 
at the corner of Congres and Water 
streets. 

Many changes have taken place on 
the Street since 1888, when Henry 
Hornblower and John W. Weeks, un- 
der the new name, undertook the con- 
tinuation of the well-known business 
of Hornblower & Page In a small office 
on State Street, with one clerk, James 
J. Phelan, as assistant. 

The growth of Boston as a financial 
center is in no manner better ex- 
pressed than by the changes in the 
banking district, and so Hornblower 
and Weeks have in their new location 
become an important part of that sec- 
tion which is centering around the 
Federal Building and Post-Office 
Square. 

In order that one may fully appre- 
ciate all that Is behind this recent 
move on the part of Hornblower and 
Weeks, one could do no better than 
take the time to become somewhat ac- 
quainted with the personnel of the 
firm itself. Success in the banking 
business depends to a greater extent 
than in any other line of activity upon 
the character of the men making up 
the firm. Bankers play a large part 
in the grouping of the economic fac- 
tors necessary to modern progress, 
and are therefore, if they would be 
succesful in their undertakings, con- 
stantly on the watch to see that noth- 
ing happens to disturb the confidence 
of the public.

to the substantial character, personal 
Integrity and progressive policy of the 
individual members of the firm is a 
fact well known to anyone acquainted 
with the history of the Street. 

The firm was organized on August 
6, 1888. The reason for its formatiou 
was the fact that Mr. Page, of the 
firm of Hornblower & Page, having 
died In the spring of that year and 
.Mr. Hornblower, the father of the pres- 
ent firm member of the same name 
being well advanced In years, was de- 
sirous of turning the business of the 
house over to younger men. 
Therefore his son, who had been a 
bookkeeper of the old concern, was 
joined by John W. Weeks In the new 
firm of Hornblower & Weeks, and be- 
ginning where the older concern left 
off, built up the present prosperous 
business. The business of the firm 
was conducted from the start in a 
modest manner in one room of the 
Old Stock Exchange Building, with Mr. 
Phelan, now a member of the firm, as 
clerk. From the start, a high stand- 
ard of conducting the business was 
adopted. When the old Exchange 
building was torn down, the firm 
moved to the Merchants’ Bank build- 
ing, then on Devonshire Street, where 
it remained for five years, returning 
to the new Exchange building in 1894, 
where It occupied a large suite of of- 
fices on the second floor, which later, 
business increasing, was expanded to 
Include numerous rooms on the third 
floor. 

Henry Hornblower was born in Law- 
rence, but now resides In Arlington, 
where he is a director of the First Na- 
tional Bank. He has been a member 
of the Boston Stock Exchange since 
1888 and waB elected to a place on the 
Governing Board In 1901 and is today 
vice-president of the Exchange. He 
has always confined his attention 
closely to the business of the house, 
engaging very little In outside activi- 
ties. 

j The work of John W. Weeks, not 
only as a banker but as a public-spirit- 
ed gentleman, has beeu notable In 
many ways. He was born in Lan- 
caster, N. H., In 1860. At 17 he was 
appointed as a cadet at the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, graduating In 
1881, and remained in the navy until 
1883. Mr. Weeks was for two years 
Land Commissioner of the Florida 
Southern Railway, occupying that po- 
sition until he came to Boston as a 
director and vice-president of the Cen- 
tral Massachusetts Railroad; was lat- 
er president of the Massachusetts Na- 
tional Bank and 1 b now a director and 
first vice-president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Boston, the successor 
of the Massachusetts National. He 
has also been president of the New- 
tonville Trust Co. Has served as 
Mayor of Newton for two terms and 
at the state election in the fall of 1904 
wns chosen by a very large majority 
to succeed the Hon. Sumuel Powers 
as representative of the 12th Massa- 
chusetts district In Congress. 

During the Spanish War, Mr. Weeks 
offered his services, which were 
promptly accepted, and as he was at 
the head of the Massachusetts Naval 
Brigade at the time, was appointed to 
the command of t lie Second Division 
of the Auxiliary Navy. He wus ap- 
pointed by Governor Wolcott, as a 
member of the Military Board of Ex- 
aminers from 1894 to 1900, and was 
later appointed by President Cleve- 
land in 1896 as a member of the board 
of visitors of the United States Naval 
Academy. Mr. Weeks' career in Con- 
gress has been marked by the advoc- 
acy of many measures of sound Judg- 
ment. He has served on the Commit- 
tee on Hanking uml Currency, Com- 
mittee of Agriculture, mid Committee 
on Expenditures in the Stute Depart- 
ment, being chairman of the last nam- 
ed committee. The work of Mr. Weeks 
in the direction of sound currency in 
the recent Congress has received no 
better tribute than that accorded by 
Mr. Francis B. Sears at the annual con- 
vention of the Massachusetts Hunk- 
ers* Association this summer, when 
in u speech Mr. Sears stuted that Mr. 
Weeks was entitled io the gratitude 
not only of his constituents, but of the 


whole country, and is worthy of a 
place with Hugh McCullough, Daniel 
Mantling and Lyman J. Gage, hankers, 
whose administration of the affairs or 
I ho Treasury Department has com- 
manded tlie confidence of the country. 

Mr. Weeks is also a member of the 
i National Monetary Commission which 
was appointed by Congress under tho 
provisions of tho Aldrich-Vreelnnd 
mil and has nn Important position on 
the commission, being vloo-ehatrninn 
of the sub-coni m ittee which was head- 
ed by tlie late Senator Allison. The 
work of ibis sub-committee will be 
with special relation to the adminis- 
trative InwB of the National Bank Act, 
and it is the intention of the commis- 
sion to bring in n bill at the next Con- 
gress which will embody the many 
needed changes in the law with refer- 
ence to Inspection and the general 
bringing of the law up to date. Mr. 
Ceeks is a member of n number of 
clubs and several patriotic societies. 
Including the Society of the Cincin- 
nati. 

The other members of the firm are 
James J. Phelan, James H. Wain- 
\vrlght, Edward L. Geary, Andrew S. 
Woods and John W. Prentiss. 

Mr. Phelan is well known to every- 
one on the Street, having grown up, so 
to speak, with the firm of which he 1 b 
now a member. He was admitted in 
1899 and has been a member of the 
Boston Stock Exchange since 1897, and 
is also vice-president of the Federal 
Trust Co., director of the Peoples Na- 
tional Bank, trustee of the Union In- 
stitution for Savings, member of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, member of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
serving on the Gratuity Fund commit- 
tee and a director of the Massachu- 
setts Bonding and Insurance Co., serv- 
ing as chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Wainwrlght and Mr. Prentiss 
are the New York members of the 
firm. Mr. Wainwrlght is a member of 
the New York Stock Exchange. Mr. 
Wainwrlght became a member of the 
firm In 1903 when Mr. Geary was ad- 
mitted. Mr. Weeks was a member of 
the New York Stock Exchange from 
3891 to 1903, when he transferred his 
seat to Mr. Wainwrlght. 

Andrew S. Wood and John W. Pren- 
tiss were admitted to the firm on Jan. 
1, 1906. 

The building itself is a modern, six- 
story, stone, structure, with steel 
frame and light Bedford limestone 
facing. The outside has been treated 
with almost severe simplicity, the ob- 
ject of the architect being to attract at- 
tention not by an abundance of deco- 
ration, but rather by the absence of it. 

On examination the building pre- 
sents a structure of straight, well pro- 
portioned lines and spaces, which de- 
pend for their artistic effect on noth- 
ing else but symmetry, with only the 
corniced top of the sixth story bear- 
ing anything like extensive ornamen- 
tation. 

The design has most successfully 
supplied a large amount of natural 
light, which is available on three sides, 
being quite a distinctive feature In a 
modern office building. 

The main entrance at 60 Congress 
Street is through a high doorway, fur- 
nished with tall, old English oak 
doors. Through the vestibule, past the 
elevators, along a short corridor and 
one is in the public space of the main 
banking room, which covers the en- 
tire first floor of the building. This 
room Is as large if not larger than any 
other banking room in Boston. The 
decorative scheme is another expres- 
sion of simple, dignified taste, the ef- 
fect being brought out in the method, 
application and design of the perma- 
nent fixtures of the room Itself, mak- 
ing a harmonious appearance. 

The walls are wainscoted In ail Af- 
rican mahogany and tinted to the cell- 
ing in French grey. The ceiling is 
paneled in low-relief with straight 
mouldings. The mahogauy counter 
rests on a base of marble and is a 
beautiful piece of cabinet work, as is 
the rest or the furniture of the room. 
Tlie room Is in fact without any of ihc 
usual embellishment, at the same lime 
not even the dark grille which en- 
closes t lie clerical department is suf- 
ficient to destroy the general sense of 
harmony and good luste which inis 
been accorded in the treatment of the 
room. 

The front of the room is given over 
to the desks of the firm members, 
which rest upon a grayish-green cork 
carpet of a most agreeable hue. From 
lids part of tlie room an elevator leads 
to the directors’ or consulting room 
in the basement. The remaining open 
space of the first floor is utilized by 
the bond ami nolo departments, tin* 
desks and chairs, electric light fix- 
tures, telephones and pneumatic tubes, 
all designed to match tlie rest of the 
room. Beyond, behind the gratings, 
come the departments of the cusiiier 
and stock clerk, the departments for 
comparison, delivery and bookkeeping, 
each of which is fitted with straight 
lined inuhoguuy furiillaro uml steel 
fittings. 

In the reur of the main banking 
room is a room unique in banking 
houses of this city. It being n room set 
aside for the use of customers for the 
purpose of holding trustee, corporation 
directors’ meetings, etc. The room is 


well located and handsomely fitted. A 
soft, green, Turkish carpet harmonizes 
with the rich mahogany chairs and 
writing tables, while the metal fix- 
tures give brilliancy to the room. 

The principal feat urea of the second 
story are the board-room and custom- 
ers’ room connecting. It Is in this 
part of t her building thnt the excellent 
natural light comes into full play. The 
bonrd-rooip with its long quotation 
board, Iwenty-flve feet in length, the 
longest with one exception in Boston, 
ami the longest given over exclusively 
to general stock quotations. Is some- 
thing which stock operators will ap- 
preciate. The board Itself Is a fine 
piece of work, with Its special lighting 
apparatus, and surmounting electri- 
cally operated clock, which ticks the 
time direct from Washington. 

The room is replete with conven- 
iences for the use of the customers of 
the house and includes tiers of speci- 
ally designed chairs, locker apart- 
ments, telephone booths, telegraph 
news ticker, news services, pneumatic 
tubes and In fact everything conduc- 
tive to the comfort and intelligence of 
those interested in markets. 

Next down the corridor conies the 
wire room, which is separated from 
the customers’ room by the glass 
screen. In this room are found the 
telegraph instruments and telephones 
which connect with the stock ex- 
changes in Boston and New York, as 
well as the out-of-town offices of 
Hornblower & Weeks in New York, 
Chicago, Salt Lake City, Pittsburg, 
Hartford, New Haven, Providence and 
Newport. This wire room is of vital 
importance, as is the case In all well 
conducted brokerage and banking 
houses, containing as it does the nerve 
centers of the entire establishment. 

Then comes the room of the tele- 
phone central station, from which con- 
nection is not only made with every 
desk in the use of the concern, but 
carries the outside regular and long 
distance service necessary to the busi- 
ness. 

Directly beneath the main room, on 
the ground floor, is a directors’ room, 
reached by a private elevator and by a 
private staircase from the main office. 
The directors’ room is reserved for 
weekly conferences of the firm mem- 
bers and heads of departments. Easily 
reached from this room, also, Is a pri- 
vate bath room, and a dining room and 
electric kitchenette. 

Probably the most interesting por- 
tion of the basement Is the gigantic 
power room which opens into a sub- 
terranean turret. Powerful motors, 
with the shining brass accoutrements, 
way down in the bowels of the earth, 
seemingly, constitute wbat Is probably 
one of the largest and best equipped 
engine rooms in Boston. It furnishes 
power to both No. 50 and No. 60 Con- 
gress Street, and is in most interest- 
ing contrast to the finish and veneer 
of the floors above. 

On the opposite side of the base- 
ment is the locker room, shower bath 
and toilets for employes, a lunch 
room and several private offices. Also, 
and this most esseuUally, Ihere Is a ' 
large vault room where are located j 
the safety boxes and vaults for the 
keeping of securities and moneys. It 
is admirably equipped, rigorously sug- 
gestive of strength and security. 

Book lifts connect with the book- 
keeping and cashier departments, and 
beyond it all is a mailing department, 
where will be handled the immense 
correspondence which features a mod- 
ern banking house. 

From the basement, any floor in the 
building Is reached by powerful ele- 
vators. of the plunger type, which 
make their impression at once for ease 
and safety of travel. One artistically 
bent, however, might use the seinl- 
spirnl staircase, with its homo like 
finish, to reach the second floor, where 
the same general scheme is carried 
out on a smaller scale. There Is mar- 
ble wainscoting and mahogany finish, 
but here especially is emphasized what 
you notice only Incidentally in the 
wealth of noticeable things on the 
ground floor — namely, the extensive 
means adopted for ventilation. Just 
as every room in the building is ad- 
mirably lighted, so is it admirably ven- 
tilated. Inserted in the walls through- 
out tho building are fresh air stacks 
which remove the foul and supply 
fresh air. By both direct and Indirect 
radiation the temperature of the rooms 
is kept at a most comfortable point. 
Every room In the upper stories shows 
the effect of tills preparation. 

The upper stories of the building 
are given over to tenants. Banking 
rooms and private offices are fitted tip. 
so far as tho bare finish is concerned, 
to bo prototypes of tho rooms which 
the firm itself occupies. Here as be- 
low. lighting ami ventilating facilities 
feuiure the rooms; only even more so. 
for above the second floor the broad 
daylight reigns supreme. Elevator 
connections and service are complete 
in every detuil, and everything con- 
nected with the offices above tlie sec- 
ond floor but serves to top off splen- 
didly the admirable features of the en- 
tire building. 

Taking the entire mechanism as it 
is Installed In tho new building of 
| Hornblower Ac Weeks, from the stand- 
point of its adaptability for the bank- 
ing and brokerage business it cun be 
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safely said that there is nothing more 
complete in oBston.

In these days when prominent the- 
orists are urging state control of the 
local police as a remedy for the condi- 
tions which now threaten us, it is well 
to remember that local control of all 
functions of municipal business is one 
of the fundamental principles of rep- 
resentative government, and these 
tendencies towards centralization 
should be resisted to the utmost. A 
possible solution U presented in the 
suggestion that the local police be 
given powers to arrest thruout the 
state Instead of being confined to the 
municipality In which they are ap- 
pointed. Such power would go far to- 
wards abolishing town lines In case 
of a repltltion of the recent trouble at 
Jamaica Plain. 


The lieutenant governorship contest 
in this city among Republicans will be 
confined to a choice between Mr. 
Frothlngham and Mr. Luce, with the 
odds strongly in favor of the former. 

It is a source of regret to those who 
dislike both the paternalistic and cen- 
tralization tendencies of Mr. Luce and 
the colorless and negative attitude of 
Mr. Frothlngham on the important 
matter of state expenditures, that 
Speaker Cole did not deem this city 
of sufficient Importance to file a list 
of delegates.

REV. MR. TIFFANY DEAD 

Rev. Francis Tiffany for many years 
the pastor of the West Newton Uni- 
tarian church, died yesterday morning 
at his home in Cambridge, after an 
illness of several weeks. 

FranclB Tiffany, waB born at Balti- 
more, Mr., Feb. 18, 1827. As a lad he 
read extensively and showed promis- 
ing powers as a student. His prelim- 
ary education completed, he entered 
Harvard University, and graduated 
from that Institution In 1847 with the 
degree of A. B. Having spent about 
five years n preparing Tor the minis- 
try, he was ordained at Springfield on 
Dec. 30, 1852. 

Twelve years of preaching and lec- 
turing followed. He was for a while 
settled at Springfield, Mass., and sub- 
sequently at Yellow Springs, 0. On 
Jan. 1st, 1864, Mr. Tiffany's special 
acquirements called him to the pro- 
fessorship of English literature and 
rhetoric at Antioch College, Ohio. 
A year later he accepted the pastorate 
of the West Newton Unitarian church. 

Some ten years later he resigned to 
take a long European trip and on his 
return was again invited to become 
Its pastor. He resigned in 1883, since 
which time he has been engaged as 
a preacher, author, lecturer, and col- 
lege professor. His articles were full 
of literary allusion, suffused with ethi- 
cal purpose and touches of humor. 

In 1893 he accompanied the late E. 
B. Haskell of Auburndale In his tour 
round the world, and on his return to 
the United States wrote the book of 
travels entitled “This Goodly Frame, 
the Earth." Other works written by 
him were "The Life of Dorothea 
Lynde Dix,” “Bird Bolts" and "The 
Life of Charles Francis Barnard.” 

Mr. Tiffany was a member of the 
Unitarian, the Examiner and several 
other clubs. He leaves four children. 
The two sons, Francis P. In St. Paul, 
Minn., and Walter C. fn Minneapolis, 
are both lawyers. Of the two daugh- 
ters Mary A. Tiffany Is a well-known 
musician and teacher of music ann 
Esther B. Tiffany Is a magazine writ- 
er. 

Funeral services will be held from 
Mt. Auburn chapel, tomorrow after- 
noon at two o’clock.

Mr. Alonzo T. Van Hornp, a weU 
known Inventor, and master mechanic 
for W. F. Schrnfft & Son of Boston, 
died at his home on Boyd street last 
week Wednesday from an Illness ’ 
which had attracted the attention or 
many physicians in this part of the 
rouniry.

He leaves a widow, Maude McXaugh- I 
ton Van Horne, and is also survived ! 
by h 1 s mother, Susan G., widow of 
the late Cornelius Van Horne, and a 
sister, Mrs. W. D. Sullivan of Win- 
chester. 

. Albedo T. Van Horne was born In 
Portland, Me., forty-seven years ago, 
but had lived for many years In Bos- 
ton and vicinity. He had always 
shown a genius for invention and 
many pieces of delicate and Intricate 
machinery attest his unusual skill as 
an Inventor. 

Funeral services were held at 2.30 
o’clock Friday afternoon at his home, 
96 Boyd street. 

There were present at the funeral 
services the heads of the firm with 
which be had been connected for many 
years, as well as many of his fellow 
employees. The casket was nearly 
covered with flowers, the tributes in- 
cluding remembrances from his em- 
ployers, from Maplewood Lodge, A. O. 
U. W., of which he was a member, 
from fellow employees and others. 

The officiating clergyman was Rev. 
W. George Read, formerly curate, and 
now rector of St. Margaret’s Church 
at Brighton.

UNCLE SAM’S PRINTER 

Printers generally censure the Unit- 
ed States posiofflce department for 
printing return cards with business ad- 
dresses on envelopes free of charge In 
lots of five hundred or mul- 
tiples thereof, a cause for complaint 
which has long existed but which has 
again more forcibly been brought ro 
attention by Hie issuance of a circu- 
lar by the third assistant postmaster 
general in which the stamped and 
printed envelope Is advertised In a 
commercial way, stress being laid on 
the free printing as well as upon the 
more desirable nature of stamped en- 
velopes. 

The purpose of the department 1= 
to facilitate the handling and delivery 
of mall. Stamped envelopes do not 
stick together, stamps do not drop off 
In handling and, most of all, the use 
of a return card in the upper left hand 
corner Insures the return of the let- 
ter to the sender If it can not be de- 
livered, which means a large saving 
in labor to the department. 

From the standpoint of the depart- 
ment, to encourage the use of stamp- 
ed envelopes by any means seems de- 
sirable, but the means employed act- 
ually puts the department in the posi- 
tion of priming at public expense 
millions of envelopes which would 
otherwise be done lu print shops at a 
reasonable profit. Tin* public must 
pay for public printing by which the 
comparatively few’ business houses 
profit through getting their envelope 
priming done free of charge, and the 
department Is unquestionably inter- 
fering wllh private enterprises when 
It advertises to do for nothing what 
private enterprise offers to do for a 
fair compensation. There are grounds 
for arguing that the government 
should not ilo auy commercial printing 
at all for the public, just ns It should 
not spin cotton or bake bread in compe- 
tition with hulivuduals, but the printer-* 
would probably not complain if the de- 
partment would charge just a fair liv- 
ing wage for the work. — Great Har- 
rington Courier.

COURT OFFICER ASSAULTED 

Convicted of having committed as- 
sault and battery by viciously attack- 
ing a Newton court officer, John H 
Farrell, aged 24, living at 9 Morgan 
place, Nonantum, was Tuesday sen- 
tenced to nine months in the house of 
correction In the police court by Judge 
Kennedy.

Farrell escaped 
and was arrested early the next morn- 
ing by Patrolman Goode, 

“I have been doing various kinds or 
police work for more than 30 years 
and this Ib the first time that I was 
ever^strucli," said Officer Laffie, He 
added that he was so dazed for a few 
moments that he could not realize 
what had happened. 

Farrell Is well known to tlie police. 
They said that within the past few j 
years he had been convicted of recetv- ; 
ing Btolen property, assault, disturb- 1 
ance, drunkenness, profanity and gam- 1 
ing on the Lord's day. He Is known 
as "Rocker” Farrell, having received 
this nickname when he entered the 
prize ring a few years ago as a pro- 
fessional boxer^

Gold Standard Doea Not 8lay, Nor 
Does It Write Future In Blood. 

As a prophet William Jennings Bry- 
an has never been n success. The ca- 
lamities which he hus foretold would 
have brought unlimited disaster to the 
country If they had ever been realized. 
But they never come to pnss. The bar- 
rowing pictures which be painted were 
merely figments of bis imagination, 
based on absolutely no foundation 
whatever. 

It Is well to have Americans remem- 
ber that prophecies uttered by the ora- 
tor of the Platte must be discounted 
fully 100 per cent, for all signs Indi- 
cate that he feels the fateB once more 
and Is about to begin prophesying 
again. A male Cassandra, Mr. Bryan 
might by this time have learned that 
the forecast of evil will never be be- 
lieved by those who have found that 
In the past his vaticinations have been 
but empty air. 

“Driving Country to Ruin." 

For instance, when Mr. Bryan was a 
member of the bouse of representa- 
tives in 1892 he was absolutely certain 
that protection was driving the coun- 
try headlong to rack and ruin, and In 
his speech delivered March 10 of that 
year he drew the following agonizing 
pictures: 

"Protection has been our cannibal 
tree, nnd as one after another of our 
farmers has been driven by the force 
of circumstances upon that tree and 
has been crushed within Its folds his 
companions have stood around and 
shouted, ‘Great is protection!' * * * Thus 
In every state, so fur as these statis- 
tics have boon collected, the proportion 
of home owning farmers Is decreasing 
and that of tenant farmers Increasing. 
This means but one thlug. It means a 
land of landlords nnd tenants, nnd, 
backed by the history of every nation 
that has gone down. I say to you that 
no people eun continue a free people 
under a free government when the 
great majority of Its cltJecus are ten- 
ants of a small minority. Your sys- 
tem (protective tariff) has driven the 
farm owner from his land and sub- 
stituted the farm tenant." 

How far this picture portrays the 
America of today or the America of 
any year since he made that speech 
any American can answer. Even in 
Mr. Bryau’s own state be can find an 
answer right at his doors, for the farm 
lands of Nebraska have doubled In 
value. 

“Murderous Gold Standard." 

But during the four years succeeding 
that speech Mr. Bryan's agitation grew 
no less nor did the demon w*hieb he 
had raised In his own Imagination hide 
with diminished head, for In 1S9G he 
agatn saw destitution threatening the 
country. He had a remedy for it, a 
panacea, a fetish which he held up for 
worship — free silver. Here are sorno 
of the thiugs Mr. Bryan said woul 1 
happen if the gold standard were con 
tlnued: 

“I reply tlmt If protection hus slain 
Its thousands the gold stnndurd has 
slain its tens of thousands." — From 
Speech at Democratic National Con- 
vention July, 1890. 

“Do not let the Republicans beguile 
you about the future. The future Is 
written lu blood crushed out of you Uy 
gold."— From Speech at Erie. Pa., Au- 
gust, 1890. 

“Ah. my friends, there Is another rea- 
son why people havo gone Into the 
cities uud left the farms. It is because 
your legislation has been causing the 
foreclosure of mortgages mmn the 
farms. • • • Mark my words! If the gold 
standard goes on uml people coutluuc 
to complain the gold standard advo- 
cates Instead of trying to Improve the 
condition of the people will be recom- 
mending thut you close your schools so 
that tl» people will not realize how 
much they are suffer! ug." — From 
Speech at Monmouth, III,, October. 
1S9U. 

But whom has the gold standard 
bluiu? Wbut future did It write In 
blood? What district schools did It 
close? Agulu the conditlou of the 
country makes a culm reply coufutlug 
the impassioned orator. 

Campaigning ugalu In 1900 Mr. Bry- 
au decided tlmt imperial isiu was an- 
other danger to the country. If It were 
continued tho Fourth of July would be 
forgotten by ull Americans and the 
“spirit of ‘TO" would become a thlug 
of the past. Speuklug at Lincoln Mr. 
Bryun said: 

Sees Death of Patriotism. 

"The light this yeur will be to carry 
out the sentiment of thut song we have 
so often repeated. ‘My Counlry, ’Tls of 
Thee.’ If we lose, our children and our 
children's children will not succeed to 
thu spirit of that sung, and celebrations 
of the Fourth of July will puss away, 
for tho spirit of tin* empire will be upou 
us.” 

Is there any spot lu these Uulted 
States where the spirit of 1770 Is dead 
• nd forgotten nud Aio Fourth of July 
a ineunlngless date on the calendar? 

One of tho most ridiculous of these 
prophecies wus contained lu a speech 
Mr. Bryan made In support of Judge 
Barker during the cumpalgu of 1904, 
when he attacked [’resident Roosevelt 
bitterly. This prophecy had It that 
military desi>otlsm was sure to follow 
the decrease In the size of the standing 


army, in mis speech mt. Bryan also 
emphasized the fact that lie was then 
nnd always would be a firm believer It) 
the principle of free silver. He sum 
rued up his position on this question In 
the following sentence: 

"I believe today In the principles set 
forth at Chicago nnd Kansas City UG 
to 1) and shrill continue to fight for 
those principles."

Anti-lnjunctiona. 

Attorney Generul Wade H. Ellis of 
Ohio, who wus a member of the com- 
mittee on resolutions of the Republican 
national convention, makes the follow- 
ing reply to the criticisms of the plat- 
form made by W. J. Bryan. The at- 
torney general says In part: 

“The charge made by Mr. Bryan that 
the Republican declaration with re- 
spect to the use of the writ of Injunc- 
tion was designed to 'deceive the In- 
boring man’ Is unworthy of a candi- 
date for president, nnd the furthe r 
charge tbnt this plank merely declares 
the existing law and will give no relief 
lu those cases In which there has been 
an abuse or discretion or the npprehen 
alou of It Is unworthy of any lawyer 
who has examined the question. 

“The anti-lnj unction resolution is n 
frank, clear statement of the Republic- 
an party’s position on a question on 
which others have been attempting to 
deceive labor. The sole basis of any 
rational complaint as to the Issuance 
of injunctions In labor cases has been 
the use of the writ without notice and 
the long delays In some instances which 
have intervened before a bearing of 
the case. 

"The present statute does not require 
any notice at all before the grunting of 
a temporary order, and it Is entirely 
within the discretion of the court to 
postpone to nuy time the Judge may 
see fit the hearing upon the question of 
au Injunction.

Won't Cause Domestic Trouble

The editor of the Emporia Times Is 
Mrs. Mary McCreary Parkman. She 
Is a loyal Demoerai, nad has served 
two terms as county superintendent, 
elected by her parly, or parties, as 
the case may be. Her husband Is Har- 
rison Parkman, Republican county 
surveyor, and candidate for renomin- 
atlon. It Is one of the rules of the 
Times office that Mr. Parkman’s name 
shall not appear In ihe paper. When 
a news item requires mention of him, 
he appears as “the county surveyor." 
This policy of blacklisting her hus- 
band has caused some comment In the 
town, and, In her own defence, Mrs. 
Parkman Is authorized to print thg 
following editorial: 

“We have been asked frequently 
why we keep our husband on the 
blacklist In the Emporia Times. Now, 
ordinarily, what we do with our hus- 
band Is our own business. And It 
would seem In all fairness that If we 
put up with this man morning, noon 
and night we shouldn’t have to be put- 
ting him in the paper all the time. 
We and our husband, like all married 
people, have our agreements and our 
disagreements. We agree on litera- 
ture, religion, art, the nebular hypoth- 
esis, the proper method of poking the 
fire, the value of breakfast food as a 
brain builder, paving, municipal own- 
ership and the facts in the Gunness 
case. But we disagree on politics. We 
thing our husband has a good deal of 
sense — for a mere man — on lots of 
subjects, but on politics, be doesn't 
know much.

ESPERANTO ^CONGRESS 

The coming of the fifth International 
Esperanto Congress to the United 
! Slates means a good deal to us. It 
means that we shall be visited by a 
considerable number or representa- 
tive men from all the Important coun- 
tries of the world, who will regard us 
not only as Esperantlsta, but as a na- 
tion.

To facili- 
tate this labor the national Esperanto 
association has been subdivided Into 
ten sections, one of which comprises 
New England. In the work to be done 
the New England division will need 
tlio moral support of as many as may 
be interested directly, or Indirectly. 
For this purpose there is being pre- 
pared as complete as possible a direc- 
tory of all Espernatist in our division. 
To quote from the Constitution of the 
Esperanto Association of North Ameri- 
ca: "Any individual studying or be- 
ing interested in Esperanto anti any 
organization, club, society or associa- 
tion interested in Esperanto or devot- 
ing a part or the whole of it’s time to 
rhe study or use of the same shall be 
eligible to membership in this associa- 
tion.” 

Will alt to whom the above applies 
send name and address to the secre- 
tary of this division, thereby not bind- ! 
ing themselves in any way to become 
members of the association. 

It is hoped to make our division one 
of the leaders, but to do this we must 
have hearty and prompt cooperation.

DR. EDWARD R. UTLEY. 

City Physician Utley, who re- 
signs his position on October first, is 
a native of Taunton, Mass., where he 
was born August 18, 18G2.

How the Affairs of the City are 
Run at City Hall 

The Fire Department is Run Eco- 
nomically and Well 


The fife department has a fascina- 
tion for every citizen from the youth 
In school to the gray haired veteran. 
We like to see the apparatus tearing 
through the streets, to watch it at 
work extinguishing the flames and 
many people pas9 the fire stations 
with halting step, hoping to obtain 
a glimpse of the hitching-up process. 

In this city, the fire department Is 
most efficiently managed and Its mod- 
est demands In the annual budget are 
cheerfully granted by succeeding 
boards of aldermen. It Is run without 
apparent friction, does its work well, 
and is in a state of high discipline at 
alt times. 

This result Is primarily title to the 
personality of its chief, Walter B. 
Randlett, who has been 26 years in the 
service, as assistant chief and chief, 
and whose reputation as a fire fighter 
is not confined to the limits of the City 
of Xewton. 

The department consists of a chief, 
assistant chief, .14 permanent men 
employed as engineers and drivers and 
over 50 call men. The apparatus con- 
sists of three steam and two chemical 
engines, two trucks and eight hose 
wagons, three of the wagons being 
equipped with 30 gallon chemical j 
tanks. ‘Nine stations are maintained j 
and 40 horses used in the work. 

The permanent men are on duty for 
twenty-four hours each day, with 
three hours allowed for meals and are 
provided with lodgings at the various 
stations. Fourteen days* vacation are 
granted annually and one (lav’s leave 
of absence in every eight days. This 
leave of absence requires the service 
of four relief men who rotate from sta- 
tion to station as the leave is granted. 

The engineers, where steamers are 
kept, have general charge of the sta- 
tion,* and it£ heating apparatus and 
keep everything in condition for im- 
mediate use. The drivers take care 
of the horses, stables and harnesses, 
and exercise the horses dally. In sta- 
tions where there are no steamers, the 
drivers also have charge of the house. 

The call men are divided Into com- 
panies, each in charge of a foreman. 
Five are assigned lo each hose com- 
pany, nine to each truck and seven to 
each engine. They answer every 
alarm in the district to which they 
are assigned under penalty of one dol- 
lar for each neglect. 

All firemen are appointed by the 
chief, subject to approval of the may- 
or. The permanent men are usually 
selected from the call force, and one 
or more substitutes are always provid- 
ed for the call force. Appointments 
are always probationary and are not 
cn firmed for at least six months. 

The fire alarm telegraph system Is 
imllspensible to the efficiency of the 
department. 156 boxes, most of which 
are keyless are scattered about the 
city >at j oints appjovul by the chief, 
and are divided into eight different 
electrical circuits. Each circuit has 
Us own complement of boxes, bells and 
gongs, and Is connected through an in- 
strument at headquarters called the 
repeater, with every other circuit in 
the city. 

A brief description of what happens 
when there is a fire may be of inter- 
est. In ringing an alarm the key to 
the nearest box Is obtained from some 
nearby responsible citizen, the box 
opened and the hook found inside is 
pulled down. This starts a mechani- 
cal clock movement, operated by a 
spring, and revolves a circuit wheel, 
cut with teeth, corresponding to the 
number of the box. The movement 
of these teeth, makes and breaks the 
electrical curcufi, and the necessary 
Impetus given the mechanism opera- 
ting the strikers to the bells and gongs 
on that circuit. Through the repeat- 
er at headquarters the remaining cir- 
cuits are then set in motion and the 
Harm sounded throughout the city. 
The bell strikers are operated mechan- 
ically and will strike from 50 to 350 
blows without rewinding, depending 
on the length of the drop for the 
weight. 

In passing through fire alarm head- 
quarters at Newton Centre, the ularm 
sets In motion the apparatus control- 
ling the pen reglsier and time stamp. 
The lime Is stumped on an endless 
paper tape, and the pen registers the 
blows, the time being again stamped 
when the alarm ceases. 

The alarm is sounded in each sta- 
tion. the gus is lighted and the stall 
doors opened automatically, thereby 
releasing the horses, which are trained 
to go immediately to their places. The 
swinging harness is clasped to them 
with a few rapid movements, and 4 ha 
driver is often lit his seat ry^tiy to, 
-it art before the first round of the tyox 
is completed. Ten seconds is tlie rec- 
ord for a two hrae hitch in Newton 
and 15 seconds for a three horse hitch. 


The doors of the station can be 
opened by the driver from his seat and 
as soon as the box Is located a start Is 
made. 

The house Is left In the care of the 
police officer on that beat, the gas be- 
ing automatically extinguished In 
three minutes. The first fireman ar- 
riving at a fire has command until a 
superior officer arrives. On renchlng 
the conflagration the driver of the hose 
wagon runs a line of hose from the 
nearest hydrant to the fire and the en- 
gine Immediately connects wit li the 
hydrant and hose. The chemical en- 
gines drive as near as possible and 
run a line of hose right Into the build- 
ing. 

The chief and assistant chief, go to 
all fires except during the frequent 
brush fires In the spring and fall, and 
they are the only persons authorized 
to ring In more than one alarm. In 
a general way it may be said that one 
engine, one chemical, one truck and 2 
to 4 hose wagons answer every alarm. 
Special danger points like hotels, 
schools, factories and mills call for ex- 
tra apparatus. The city is divided in- 
to districts, so much apparatus being 
assigned to each box, more apparatus 
responding to a second alarm, and 
the whole department coming to a 
third. When on alarm Is sounded in 
one district, the second alarm apparat- 
us holds itself In readiness to answer 
any other first alarm which may come 
from that district as well as its own. 

On returning to the station, nil 
hands, call men and permanent men. 
turn to and clean the apparatus, wash 
the hose and hang it In the tower for 
2 or 3 days to dry. A spare set being 
placed on the wagon for duty In the 
meantime. A record is then made of 
the alarm ami other necessary details 
and the atmosphere resumes its usual 
serenity. 

The machinery at fire alarm head- 
quarters was all made in this, city and 
is well worth a visit. It consists of a 
0 circuit repeater. 10 pen register, con- 
troller, time stamp, switches for the 
different circuits and a battery of 400 
cells. 

The care of the fire alarm telegraph 
requires the service of three perman- 
ent men, acting under direct super- 
vision of the chief. They keep the 
various lines In working order, run 
new wire where needed, and report nt 
all fires, for such duty as may be as- 
signed them. 

The chief Is a busy man. He not 
only must be in constant readiness to 
respond to all alarms, but must see 
that every piece of apparatus and 
equipment Is in constant readiness for 
fire service, and that the fire alarm 
telegraph with its miles of wire is 
good working order. Minor dulies 
such as the Inspection of all electric 
wiring, the location of pole3 and wires 
by private corporations and indlvidu* 
Jals, the oversight of storage of inflam- 
able and combustible materials come 
also within his province. In the ex- 
j ecution of these manifold duties the 
'chief travels about twenty miles a day 
on an average, and thirty miles is not 
an unusual trip. 

The assistant chief with an office at 
West Xewton has general charge of 
jthe clerical work of the department, 
and Is also in constant readiness to 
answer all alarms. 

For all the above ami for many 
other reasons, Newton should be 
proud of Its fire department. 

The confidence reposed in the tie- 
parlnient by the city government Is 
well placed and Is shared by every 
citizen who has given the subject any 
attention. 

ATTEMPT AT HOLDUP. 

Miss Dorcas Barnet, a young 
colored woman, living at 267 Adams 
street, reported to the police Monday 
night that shortly before 7 that even- 
ing two daring attempts were made 
to rob her by an unknown man while 
she was walking on Washington 
street In a thickly settled part of this 
city. She was able to give the police 
a good description of her assailant. 
Miss Barnet stated that as she turned 
onto Washington street from Adaius 
street a man stepped up to her and 
demanded her poekeibook. She ran 
across the thoroughfare and started 
I toward Xonaiitum square. The man 
followed her as far as Thornton 
street, she said, and then laid hold 
of her. He tried to wrest away her 
poekeibook, but she slipped it Into a 
pocket In her skill. He became 
/lightened at her shouts and fled 
down Thornton street. Miss Barnet 
told the police that the man was 
short and stout, smooth shaven, and 
wore a “seedy" mixed suit and a 
straw hat. 


MR. I. T. TARNHAM DEAD. 

rity Engineer Irving T. Farnhnm. 
while In a fit of temporary Insanity, 
took his own life last Saturday morn- 
ing. by hanging. 

Mr. Farnhnm has been In poor 
health for the past few months, hav- 
ing had several attacks or severe 
headache, and aggravated during the 
summer with a serious stomach trouble 
mid nervous dyspepsia. 

Since his return from a vacation, 
the condition of the city work and ap- 
propriations has given him consider- 
able worry, and he has taken upon him- 
self the responsibility of matters en- 
tirely beyond his control. On Friday 
evening he attended a committee 
meeting at City hall, where nothing at 
all unusual was noticed about his ap- 
pearnnee. Hhe gave his estimates and 
explanations with his usual clearness, 
and one matter where a change In ex- 
isting works had been proposed, the 
committee was unanimous In adhering 
to his plans. He reached his home on 
Warwick road about midnight, where 
Mrs. Farnham, who was worried about 
his condition was waiting him with 
some light refreshment. On retiring 
he was restless and tossed about but 
finally went to sleep, Mrs. Farnham 
waked about seven o’clock nnd found 
that her husband had left the room. 
She made immediate search of the 
house nnd found his body hanging by 
a cord from a board attached to the 
upright of the coal bln, a position 
where he could have easily supported 
himself had he chose, and where his 
feet were close to the cellar floor. 
There can be no question that he was 
mentally Irresponsible at the time and 
heartfelt sympathy Is expressed for 
his wife and children. 

Irving T. Farnham was born in De- 
posit. N. Y., in 1869. He received his 
early education in the Deposit Acad- 
emy and, in 1888, entered Cornell Uni- 
versity. In his junior year he held the 
position of librarian. In connection 
with the engineering school. In 1892 
he received his degree of civil engin- 
eer and In the same year ncccpled his 
first situation, which was with the El- 
mira Bridge Company, in the capacity 
of draughtsman. He had been there 
but a few months when he was offered 
a more advantageous position in the 
office of the Newton city engineer and 
came to this city as assistant of sewer 
construct ion. 

In 1893 Mr. Farnham was assistant 
on the grade-crossing work on the 
north side of the city, and in 1891-95 
was in charge of the construction of 
the Newton boulevard. In 1896 he 
ton ducted the important work' of 
widening Washington street and abol- 
ishing the seventeen grade crossings 
on that thoroughfare. The following 
year he worked on the grade cross- 
ings of the south side and In 1899 was 
first assistant engineer oT the Massa- 
chusetts Highway Commission, In 
which capacity he had charge of all 
surveying and draughting, and was 
superintendent of the surveyors ami 
draughtsmen, besides acting as chief 
at times. 

In January 1900 .Mayor Wilson ap- 
pointed Mr. Farnham to the office of 
City Engineer, to succeed Mr. II. D. 
Woods, resigned. After a long strug- 
gle .with the board of aldermen, 
caused by the pressure brought to 
boar by other candidates for the posi- 
tion, the appointment was confirmed 
In April, lie lias filled the office with 
great credit to himself and to the city. 
Among the many Important matters 
attributed to his skill, mention should 
be made of the widening of Boylaton 
street, the depression of tracks on the 
South side, the new concrete bridge 
over the Charles river at Con coni 
street, a comprehensive scheme for 
draining the Cfreat South Meadow, and 
the tunnel construction for sewers un- 
der the railroad ami aqueducts. 

He was a member of the Second 
Congregational church of West Now- 
ton, of Dalhousie lodge of Masons, of 
John Eliot lodge A. O, U. W. of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, 
a director of the Boston Society of 
Civil Engineers, a member of the New 
England Water Works Association 
and a past president of the Massachu- 
setts Highway Association. 

He is survived by u widow, nnd four 
children, Edith. Dorothy, fieri rmle and 
Irving T. Farnham, and a father and 
sister. 

Funeral services were held from 
the Second church on Tuesday after- 
noon and were attended by Mayor 
Hutchinson, the board of aldermen 
and city officials, by past members of 
the city government uud many others, 
Delegations were present from the 
Boston Society of Civil Engineers and 
the Massachusetts Highway Associa- 
tion. The chancel was beautiful with 
many flowers. Mr. Richard I*, haw 
organist of St. Mary's church at the 
Lower Falls played* “My Hope Is In 


the Everlasting’' from the "Daughter 
of Jnlrun” nnd "The Dead 51 arch in 
Snub” The Mendelssohn quartet Hang 
“Beautiful Isle of Somewhere," “Near- 
er My God To Thee” nnd "Passing 
Out of the Shadow,” The honorary 
pall bearers were Hon. E. B. Wilson, 
who appointed Mr. Fnrnhnm to the of- 
fice of City Englr.cc" President Thom- 
as Weston, Jr. of tie board of aider- 
men, Alderman Charles D. Cabot, 
chnirmnn of the Committee on Public 
Works, former City Engineer Henry 

D. Woods. Street Commissioner 
Charles W. Ross. City Clerk I. F. 
Kingsbury, Mr. M. Frank Lucas repre- 
senting the Second church and Mr. M. 

E. Benrdslee, representing the A. O. 
U. W. 

The services were conducted by 
Rev. J. Edgar Park, pnstor of the 
church and consisted of proyer, read- 
ing of the Scriptures nnd a brief 
eulogy. 

Mr. Park said: 

We meet here to remember together 
the life of Irving T. Fnrnham, who 
has served his fellow-men in this stale 
for Ihe sixteen years of his profeslon- 
al life and who for the last eight years 
has been our city engineer. 

It is written in heaven of him, and 
it Is written plain forever in the 
streets and roads of this city which 
he helped to construct, this word “He 
did his duty.” Upon him rested n 
great part of the responsibility of 
three of the greatest engineering 
schemes which have ever been at- 
tempted in this city: — the sinking 
and grading of the tracks, the widen- 
ing nnd straightening of Washington 
street, and the construction of the 
Boulevard. For generations his works 
will bear witness to the faithfulness 
of his life. He lived and died in har- 
ness. serving his fellow-citizens 
watching over our health, our comfort, 
our interests. His conception of duty 
was so stern, his ideas of work so 
thorough-going that he would not 


spare himself. His active brnln, too 
active for his frailer body, at the last 
broke down under the strain of his 
Intense Interest that our city's work 
should be done by him as efficiently 
as possible. Sudden dnrkness came 
upon his mind and In that moment o[ 
darkness, knowing nothing, he died. 

He has bequeathed to Ills children 
a spotless name. His was a case of 
promotion and success through noth- 
ing else but sheer ability and hard 
work. He worked his own way up 
and men had confidence in him. 
Throughout" his whole life he Im- 
pressed his fellows as a pure, honest, 
humble, sincere Christian gentleman 

For ten years he has been a mem- 
ber of this church, ever interested In 
its welfare. The last Sunday of his 
life he observed with us here the Sac- 
rament or the Lord's Supper, that 
Lord whom he now beholds face to 
face. To those who knew him best, 
the master Impulse of his life was his 
love of home. All his Ilf© was lived 
In the light of the love which burned 
for him there. To get off to the coun- 
try together with his wife .and chil- 
dren, was the greatest pleasure of his 
life, his ideal holiday. That he might 
have time to do so once again was one 
of the last wishes and hopes expressed 
by him In his life. 

There is no one who knew him who 
will not ever think of him with honor 
and respect, and of the depth of sym- 
pathy which goes out from all of our 
hearts to his wife and children in 
their deep sorrow, I cannot speak. 

The closing prayer was by Rev. T. 
P. Prudden D. D. a former pastor of 
the church. The interment was In the ] 
Newton Cemetery, Rev. Mr. Park of- 
fering a prayer nt the grave.

Telephone Talks 


Household business before pleas- 
ure. Party line “telephone visits” 
need not be curtailed, but your ser- 
vice would be improved if they were 
made in conventional visiting hours 


“Rush Hours” 

No other public service is culled upon to meet such 
extraordinary fluctuations of demand us is the telephone. 
The “ rush hours ” of trolley and steam roads represent, 
by comparison, a demand that is steady and moderate. 

Moreover, during the transportation “rush hour” crush 
some people must stand, or, if they insist upon having a 
seat, must wait for less crowded cars. 

In telephoning, however, the simile would he applied 
by stating that each “ passenger” must have, not a scat, but 
a “ special car,” and that this car must have a “special 
motorman ami conductor,” and the absolute right of way 
over a “ special pair of rails” from the point where its 
journey begins to the point where it ends. 

In telephone exchanges the “rush hpurs ” usually arc 
those between S. 30 and 11 a. m. It is during this period 
that party line subscribers arc apt to he most troubled by 
“busy” reports. 

It would materially help the service of subscribers on 
such lines if calls that are not imperative — social calls, for 
example — were deferred to the afternoon, leaving the 
morning hours free for domestic business calls. 

It would he well i f party line users wotdd keep in mind 
this fact — that while any one subscriber on it is talking, it 
is closed to every other person connected therewith, and 
also to every person desirous of communicating with him 
or with any other person on that line.

ROBS HIS HOME. 

One of the strangest cases with 
which the authorities of this city have 
had to deal was revealed In court Inst 
week by the conviction of a young 
man who had broken into and ran- 
sacked hid own home and reported the 
burglary to the police himself. 

Fondness for entertaining young wo- 
men by giving theatre parties and buy- 
ing thorn Jewelry and other expensive 
gifts beyond his means led Henry W. 
Stringe to break into his own home in 
Newton Centre, the police allege. Be- 
fore Associate Judge Bacon ha 
pleaded guilty to the charge of larceuy 
lodged against him and was sent to 
the Massachusetts reformatory In Con- 


cord. 

Stringe Is 17 years old. For a num- 
ber of mouths he had been employed 
as n clerk in Boston at a salary of $4 
a week. He find given up this em- 
ployment Inst June, It wan brought out 
in testimony, and since that time had 
been unemployed. The police say thnt 
at no time while he w an employed did 
ho contribute toward the support of 
the household. 

The young man’s father, Fred W. 
Stringe, a hnrnens maker, disappeared 
from home about a year ago. The 
mother huB since support|l her little 
family, for many months past by going 
to the homes of many residents of the 
south side of the city to do washing! 
nnd house cleaning. 

The young man went to his If me at 
16 Irving street Monday forenoon, the 
police Bay, sadly In need of money. En- 
tering the house he forced a window 
and ransacked the dwelling. He then, 
It is alleged, went to the home of a 
neighbor and stated that his home had 
been broken into. 

Finally, Bhortly before noon, young 
Stringe sent a telephone message tg 
police headquarters, reporting the 
burglary. 

Chief Mitchell hurried to the dwell- 
ing In an automobile and was surprised 
to find the young man inside the 
house. A search of the place revealed 
that nearly every room hnd been visit- 
ed. Trunks, closets and drawers had 
been opened and their contents strewn 
about. Upon the arrival home of the 
young man’s mother a careful inven- 
tory showed that $28 in money and a 
revolver were missing. 

Picking up a piece of twine with 
which a blind outside the forced win- 
dow had been fastened, Chief Mitchell 
became suspicious. He found that the 
string had been cut from the inside, in- 
dicating that the window must have 
been “forced" by someone iuside the 
dwelling. 

Young Stringe was questioned close- 
ly for more than an hour. Under the 
"third degree" he finally broke down, 
i the police say, and admitted that he 
had ransacked the dwelling himself, 
then forcing the window and reporting 
the ‘‘break" to headquarters in order 
to throw suspicion away from himself. 

Testimony brought out that letters 
had been found in Stringe’s posses- 
sion from a number of young women 
with whom he had attended theatre 
parties and to whom he had given ex- 
pensive gifts. One letter from a young 
woman declining the gift of a pin 
stated that she did not accept presents 
"on such a short acquaintance." Chief 
Inspector Fletcher testified that most 
of the young women with whom 
Stringe had been associating had been 
‘ working him for all they could get In 
the way of money and presents." 

The young man listened intently to 
the recital of the unusual case. When 
asked by Associate Judge Bacon what 
he had to say he dropped his head on 
his arm and replied, "Nothing." 

The court was puzzled as to the 
proper way of disposing of the case. 
"He is too old to be sent to the Lyman 
school and the house of correction does 
not seem to be ihe place for him," 
commented the judge. It was finally 
decided to commit him to the reforma- 
tory. When the young man heard the 
decision he dropped onto the bench in 
the dock nnd buried bis face lu his 
arms. 

TRUTH ABOUT THE CENTURY 
PLANT 

The Century Plant, so named be- 
cause of the popular idea that it 
blooms but once in a hundred years, in 
one sense makes good its name, for 
it blooms only once, then dies. 

In the genial climate of southern 
California it reaches maturity and 
blooms in fifteen or twenty yenrs, 
while in colder climates the period 
may range from forty to fifty years. 
There are tnnuy species of the Agave 
family, native to northern Mexico 
where it Is called the Maguey. The 
plant furnishes “pulque," the national 
drink of Mexico. 

At the time of blooming the plant 
throws up a single stock of rapid 
growth to the height of twelve to 
tweuty feet, from which the tassel-like 
flowers sprout forth. This great flow- 
er stalk draws all the sap and vigor 
from the body of the plant, which 
son wilhers and dies. 

At the base of the thick green leaves 
are found little suckers .each with a 
root, which, when planted, at once be- 
gin to grow. The end and edges of 
the leaves are well armed with stiff 
sharp spines, the prick of which is 
very painful. 

This is nature’s way of protecting 
the plant from the ravages of rabbits 
and other desert rodents. — October 
Technical \V r orld Magazine.
